.  "THE  fabrication  of  Provincial  Copper  Coins  having  apparently  ceafed, 

and  feveral  defcriptive  catalogues  being  already  publifhed,  it  may  be  nccefTary  to  Rate  the  grounds  upon 
which  the  prefent  publication  was  undertaken,  and  to  point  out  the  principles  upon  which  it  has  been 
formed.  Without  detracting  from  the  acknowledged  merit  of  indufiry  due  to  the  compilers  of  the  two 
mod  confiderable  catalogues  that  have  been  printed  (viz.)  thofe  of  Birchall znd  Conder^  it  will  be  fuf- 
ficient  to  obferve  that  each  contains,  with  little  or  no  difcrimination  as  to  authenticity,  an  account  of 
almoll  every  modern  coin,  as  well  provincial  as  colonial,  and  fmall  medal,  that  had  come  to  their  know- 
ledge,  whether  counterfeits  of  genuine  coins,  or  forming  a  part  of  that  immenfe quantity  of  trafli  fabri¬ 
cated  from  dies  made  merely  for  fale,  or  the  endlefs  varieties  (not  unaptly  termed  mules)  produced  by  a 
combination  of  dies  not  originally  intended  for  the  fame  coin*. 

In  the  year  1795,  a  publication  of  mine  appeared,  containing  reprefentationsof  the  coins  in  my 
own  colleClion,  but  being  engraved  as  I  could  procure  them,  they  were  not  arranged  with  any  rc^^ularity 
and  a  few  were  reprefented  that  are  not  provincial  coins,  ° 

jl  hat  work  being  incomplete  from  the  reafbns  above  afligned,  and  great  numbers  of  genuine 
tokens  having  been  iffued  fince,  I  was  induced  to  think  that  a  certain  guide  to  difcriminate  true  from 
counterfeit  tokens,  would  be  highly  ufeful  to  colle6l:ors,  and  not  unentertaining  to  the  general  reader,  I 
therefore  undertook  the  prefent  work,  and  hope  it  will  be  found  that  i  have,  with  an  even  hand,  rejeifled 
every  falfe,  and  inferred  every  genuine  token  that  has  been  manufaftured. 

In  forming  the  colledlion  now  laid  before  the  public,  my  principle  of  feleftion  has  been  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  Firft,  to  admit  all  tokens  a6lually  made  for  the  purpofe  of  circulation,  and  bearing  upon  the 
edge  or  face  of  the  coin  the  place  where  payable^  and  by  whonr}’,  Thefe  are  moft  indubitably  provincial 
coins  fecondly,  I  have  admitted  tokens  not  made  for  circulation  as  halfpence  or  pence,  but  rather  as 
fubftantial  cards  of  addrefs,  pointing  out  the  trade  and  refidence  of  the  ilTuer — thirdly,  private  tokens, 
made  for  colle(5lors,  and  patterns  for  tokens — and  daftly,  tokens  certainly  made  for  circulation,  but  with¬ 
out  any  name  of  place,  or  proprietor^  thefe  are  arranged  by  themfelves  on  the  two  laft  platesj. 

It  may  be  afked  how  I  have  been  enabled,  and  upon  what  data,  to  diftinguifti  in  every  cafe  the 
genuine  coins  from  the  fpurious. —  1  o  this  1  anfwer,  that  more  than  three  fourths  of  the  genuine  tokens 
were  rnanufadured  at  Birmingham,  and  my  acquaintance  with  the  refpedtive  artifts  at  the  time  they 
were  made,  added  to  the  recent  information  given  me  in  the  moft  handfome  manner  by  Meflrs.  Hancock, 
Kcmpfon,  l.utwyche,  Wyon,  Dixon,  &c.  enables  me  unequivocally  to  aflert  that  my  ftatement  of  the 
tokens  ftruck  at  Birmingham  is  corre<fif,  and  that  whatever  are  omitted  in  the  following  places,  and  un¬ 
noticed  in  the  appendix,  were  certainly  made  for  fale,  or  fraudulent  circulation,  and  do  not  come  under 
either  of  the  four  claftcs  above  named. 

Information  refpeding  tokens  made  in  London  has  been  furnilhed  by  Mr.  Milton  (who  kindly 
gave  a  moft  minute  account  of  all  in  which  he  was  employed)  by  Mifs  Banks,  Mr.  Toun^r,  and  others 
perfectly  well  informed  upon  the  fubjedt.  ^ 

A  very  confiderable  number  ftill  remains  to  be  accounted  for,  and  a  reference  to  the  appendix 
will  fhew  that  no  trouble  has  been  fpared  in  procuring  authentic  documents  relpedling  them. 

Mr.  Lambe  and  Mr.  Jelly,  of  Bath,  who  were  colleftors,  and  alfo  Mr.  Prentice,  of  Bury,  have  contributed  in  no  fmall  de- 
greeto  the  number  of  mulea,  by  an  extravagant  combination  of  their  own  dies. — The  medalets  of  London,  Birmingham,  Coventry, 
Olocefter,  and  Bath,  euimable  as  fome  of  them  are  for  the  beauty  of  their  execution,  and  all,  from  the  defiiable  reprefentations  they 
prefent  of  the  public  buildings  of  thofe  places,  arc  rigidly  to  be  feparated  and  diftinguilhed  from  ro;«j  or  tokem.

Lted’in  L  ondon  when  the  u^nbounded  paflion  for  colleamg  caufed  a  ready  fale,  and  furnilhed  o  tempta¬ 
tion  for  the  making  of  fuch  tralh  as  I  believe  many  colledors  are  now  aftonidied  they  could  be  duped 

by.  Moll  coins,  however,  ofthisdefcription  have  long  been  thrown  afide  by  the  judicious  colleftor,  and 

it  is  not,  perhaps,  in  many  inftances  that  this  work  will  admit  of  a  further  reduftio  . 

But  while  theprefent  publication  (profeffedly  undertaken  as  a  kind  of  We /»««(»  to  col- 
leaors)  exhibits  reprefratations  or  defcriptions  of  all  the  genuine  tokens,  and.it  is  to  be  inferred,  confe- 
nuentlv  that  in  the  immenfe  heap  of  recently  made  copper  coins,  none  which  are  here  unnoticed,  Ihould 
be  admitted  into  a  well  formed  collcdioni  it  is  particularly  the  duty  of  the  publilher  to  guard  his 
readerra“inll  another  fpecies  of  fraud  by  which,  as  it  is  but  little  known,  they  are  more  likely  to  be 
dece  vL°  It  Ihould  therefore  be  underftood  that  Mr.  J.  Weftwood,  junior,  late  of  Birmingham  has 
copied  the  MonTram  Anglefey  penny,  Southampton  halfpenny,  and  feveral  other  tokens  (particular 
notice  of  which  is  taken  in  the  appendix)  in  a  manner  that  although  a  comparifon  with  the  originals 
would  certainly  deted  the  impofuion,  yet  as  few  colledors  can  have  opportunities  of  fuch  comparifon, 

1  think  itneceflkry  to  give  this  caution.  To  the  ingenuity  of  the  fame  perfon  the  public  isindebted  for 
a  feries  of  half  halfpence,  as  he  has  called  them,  and  fome  halfpence  and  pence— the  prototypes  0‘ 
of  which  are  ^enuLe  halfpenny  tokens.  Thefe  are  fpecious,  and  may  be  unwarily  bought,  but  I  beg 
leave  to  remark,  however  fpecious  any  token  may'be,  if  it  is  unnoticed  in  the  prefent  work,  there  is 
every  reafon  to  believe  it  fpurious.  London  has  alfo  had  its  (hare  m  frauds  of  this  nature,  but  the 
wretched  execution  of  the  pieces  will  at  once  point  out  the  impofition  , 

It  feemshitJhly  neceffary,  while  aligning  reafons  for  the  rejedlonof  many  pieces  heretofore  con- 
fidered  as  provincfal  tokens,  to  fatisfy  the  public  of  the  authenticity  of  all  that  are  engraved,  becaufe 
many  varieties  of  dies  and  defigns  were  generally  unknown  till  their  appearance  in  the  prelent  work. 
That  there  Ihould  be  many  fuch  varieties  will  not  be  thought  extraordinary,  when  it  is  conlidered  how 
liable  the  dies  are  to  be  broken,  fometimes  with  the  Hrft  blank  that  is  put  in  the  prefs,  and  often  when 
not  more  than  a  dozen  tokens  have  been  ftruck.  Thefe  were  never  fent  to  the  proprietor,  but  relerved 
by  the  manufadurer,  and  fold  at  an  advanced  price,  as  fomecompenfation  for  his  lofs,  while  the  quantity 
for  circulation  was  ftruck  from  a  different  die.  This  will  account  for  many  varietiesj  others  arofe  troin 
a  die  beincy  difapproved  either  by  the  artift  or  proprietor  of  the  token,  in  which  cafe  only  a  tew  Ipeci- 
mens  were  taken  off.  But  to  remove  all  poffibility  of  doubt,  I  have  the  permiffion  of  referring  any 
collcdor  to  Mr.  Welch,  of  Birmingham,  in  whofe  cabinet  are  the  originals  from  which  the  engravings 
'  were  made,  as  alfo  for  theobfervations  in  the  appendix,  except  in  a  few  inftances  where_a  reference  is  gven 
to  the  colledion  in  which  the  coins  will  be  found.  Having  had  communication  with  many  collectors, 
and  accefs  to  feveral  choice  colledions,  I  am  not  confeious  of  any  material  omtflion.  1  here  beg 
leave  to  acknowledge  my  obligations  to  Mr.  Welch  for  conftant  accefs  to  and  the  ufe  of  his  coins,  as 
well  as  for  much  information  and  affiftance  in  the  progrefs  of  t^e  work;  I  alfo  return  thanks  to  Mifs 
Banks,  of  Soho  Square  ;  Mr.  Sharp,  of  Coventry  j  Mr.  Barker,  of  Birmingham  j  Mr.  Miles,  and  Mr. 
Young,  of  London;  and  the  leveral  other  colledors  who  have  allowed  me  toinfped  their  collections. 

The  appendix  contains  a  body  of  information  which,  if  it  is  received  with  a  degree  of  eftimation 
proportionate  to  the  labour  and  pains  beftowed  upon  the  fubjcCt,  will  be  an  ample  rewai^  for  all  my  at¬ 
tention  to  it.  I  think  it  cannot  fail  of  proving  highly  acceptable;  and  that  I  fhall  at  leaft  have  the  credit 
terfeverance  in  coikdtinglb  many  authentic  and  not  uninterefting  documents.
